Canadian Sealing Deleg-atea About 
to Leave for the Conference 
at Washington. 



The Montreal Harbor Improvements 
Sanctioned— Canadian Bankers 
anil the New Loan. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 1.— Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Sir Louis Davies leave for Washing- 
ton next Monday. They will be-accom- 
panied by Mr. Macoun, of the geological 
survey, and Mr. Venning, chief clerk of 
the fisheries branch. The conference ot 
experts will convene shortly after the 
arrival of the Ottawa party at Washing- 
ton. In consenting to this conference 
the Canadian government cIop= bo on the 
understanding that it is boltiy' for the 
purpose of hearing experts and collating 
the evidence which they have been gath- 
ing by personal observation at the Beal 
rookeries during the past few years. 

The statement of a Toronto newspaper 
that many bankers there were seen by 
Mr. Courtney, deputy minister of fi- 
nance, Bhortly belore tenderBfor the new 
Dominion loan were opened, and urged 
to submit offers on the understanding 
that if they were high they would not be 
required to take any portion of the loan, 
is emphatically denied here. Mr. Court- 
ney did see the bankers in Montreal and 
Toronto, as has been the rule for years 
when a loan was about to be placed on 
the market. The banks which tendered 
did so purely as a matter of business. 

This waB a quiet day in the public de- 
partments ; there was no meeting of 
council, but eeveral ministers availed 
themselves of the holiday to get through 
accumulations of work. 

Mr. Blair has returned to the city 
after nearly a month's absence. 

SirCharles HibbertTupperand family 
arrived in tho city to-night. Ex-Premier 
Peters, of Prince Kdward Island, and Sir 
Charles leave for Victoria to-morrow. 

Mr. Tarte has approved the plan 
finally agreed upon for the improvement 
of Montreal harbor. There will be two 
projecting wharves running out 700 feet 
into the river, each :i<W feet wide, with 
water space of JiOO feet between.

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

A Iioy on Trial (or Murder— Guilty of Per- 
jury—Prize Fighting Pictures. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 1. — ( Special) — An Ed- 
monton dispatch says that on Saturday 
night the Mounted Police brought in a 
fifteen-year-old boy named Belther, who 
was committed for trial for the murder 
of a companion named Redmond, aged 
17, at Leduc. On Thursday the boyB 
were present at a harvesting bee and got 
wrestling. Redmond threw Belther 
twice. Belther got on a straw stack and 
dared Redmond to come up. Redmond 
got on the stack, when Belther drew a 
knife and stabbed him in the neck. Red- 
mond died twenty hours after. 

A Battleford dispatch says that before 
tho Chief Justice and a jury James 
Moore Skelton was found guilty of per- 
iury and sentence suspended until the 
full court at Regina disposes of some 
law points laised by counsel for the ac- 
cused. The case arose out of the last 
Dominion election In Saskatchewan. 

John Scully, proprietor of the Palmer 
house, who was to come before the 
grand jury at the Winnipeg assizeB to- 
morrow in connection with the charge 
of causing the death of young Waldron 
by asphyxiation, has disappeared from 
the city. 

The vitascopic pictures of the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons tight having been adver- 
tised for exhibition at one of the city 
theatres to-night, the ministers met to- 
day and passed resolutions urging 
church people to keep away from the 
theatre. 

South Brandon Conservatives will 
select a candidate for the legislature at 
Neabitt on Friday. 

The Manitoba government have occu- 
pied another day in discussing the 
Uuluth railway project, but no details 
are given out for publication. 

Mrs. C. S, Lott, nee Ituttan, a well 
known young lady of Winnipeg, died to- 
day at Banff.

BAD FOR THE FRENCH. 

A Congo Expedition Surprised and Many 
Members Killed by Natives. 

Lon'don, N T ov, 1. — It ia announced in a 
Bpecial despatch from Paris that a de- 
tatchment of French troops which had 
been to the Ogowai river, in the Congo 
district, for tho purpose of avenging an 
attack made by the natives of that local- 
ity upon the mail steamer Eclaireur, in 
Auguat last, haB been surprised by the 
enemy, with the result that many men 
belonging to the expeditionary forces 
have been killed or wounded. The 
French colonial administrator, who took 
part in the expedition, waa seriously 
wounded. 



FAST TRAVELLERS. 

Torpedo Boat Destroyers Designed to Make 
Forty Knots an Hour. 

London, Nov. 1.— Charles Parsons, the 
inventor of the steam turbine which was 
fitted in the 105-foot torpedo boatTur- 
hinia, giving her a speed of 38 knots an 
hour, is aboutto construct at Newcastle- 
on-Tyne a vessel of the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer type with turbine engines. It is 
stated that she will have a speed- of 30 
to 40 knots an hour. 



ENTERPRISING: BURGLARS. 

Seven Hundred Thousand Dollars Worth of 
Diamonds Skilfully Abstracted, 

London, Nov. 1. — The Btore occupied 
by the Diamond Merchants' Alliance, 
on Piccadilly, was broken into by burg- 
ars hetween Sunday and Monday morn- 
ings and diamonds, etc., to the value of 
$700,000 were stolen. There is no clue 
to the identity of the thieveB, 

COTTON MAKERS' WAGES. 

Agreement for a Five Per Cent. Reduction 
in Manchester. 

Manchestku, Eng., Nov. 1.— The rep- 
resentatives of the employes and the 
delegates of the operatives have come to 
an agreement to submit to arbitration 
the proposition to reduce by five per 
cent., a month hence, the wages of the 
cotton operatives. 

ONION PACIFIC SOLD. 

The Sole a Tame Affair Though the Price 
Was Fifty-Seven Millions. 

Omaha, N T eb., Nov. 1. — The Union 
Pacific Railroad proper, including the 
buildingB and all that goes to operate tho 
Bystem, waa sold this morning tothelle- 
organization Committee for the Bum of 
$53,528,532. This amount does not in- 
clude the sinking fund in the hands of 
the government, and taking this to be 
H.030,-100, the amount stated in the gov- 
ernment's decree covering the sale of 
tho road, the total paid for the property 
was $57,564,932. There were no other 
bidders and the road went to the lie- 
organization Committee without any op- 
position. The sale of the road itself 
was one of the tamest and most uninter- 
esting performances possible to imagine. 



AN EXPENSIVE SOLDIER. 

It Has Cost the United States Twenty-Five 
Thousand Dollars to Convict Him 
of Crime. 

Watebtokn, Nov. 1, — The Ifaynea 
murder trial, the longest ever held in the 
county of Jefferson, has come to an end 
and Edward G. ilaynea, alias George 
Allen, who whilea Boldier in the Ninth 
Infantry, at Madison barracks, on the 
Kith of April last killed Mary Crouch 
and Mary Daly, has been declared guilty 
of murder in the second degree. The 
trial has lasted eight weeks. At 1 o'clock 
this afternoon Justice Wright completed 
his charge to the jury and they retired. 
At 6 p.m. they announced their verdict. 
The trial has cost the county $25,000. 



FOOTBALL A CRIME. 

Bills Introduced in the Geornia Legislature 
to Prohibit the Game. 

Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 1. — Ab a result of 
the fatal injuries received by Von Gom- 
mell, of the University Georgia football 
team, in the game on Sunday, the team 
vv i 1 1 probably disband. 

In tho house of representatives to-day 
a resolution was introduced to prohibit 
football playing in all universities and 
other institutions in Georgia receiving 
aid from the state. Senator Allen in- 
troduced a bill in the senate to-day to 
prohibit football in Georgia.

Intimation of Commercial War on 
Canada If She Will Not Sur- 
render Her Rig-hts. 



United States Sharp Practice in Sub- 
stituting; a Special Counsel 
for a Sealing Expert. 



Bills Authorizing Destruction of 
Herds Held as a Menace to 
the British. 



Washington, Nov. 1.— It is expected 
that a treaty or convention between tho 
United States, Russia and Japan will be 
formally signed and executed at the 
Btate department during the present 
week, carrying out tho proposition be- 
fore the Behring Sea conference for a 
BUBpenBion of pelagic sealing. It will 
represent the completed efforts of the 
conference, and with the signing con- 
cluded the conference will adjourn. 

No doubt has existed aa to accept- 
ance by the Russian authorities, and it 
can now be stated positively that the 
Japanese government has approved the 
proposition. The essential feature of 
the treaty or convention is for the sus- 
pension of pelagic sealing for such a 
period as will permit the seal herd to re- 
vive. The period of this suspension is 
not disclosed. One report is that it will 
be for one year, subject to extension. 
Another iB that it will cover a term of 
yearB. 

The attitude which Great Britain will 
assume towards the proposition and 
towardB the treaty which is to take its 
place iB awaited with much interest. 
Thus far the British authorities have not 
been informed as to what the confer- 
encd propose doing. At tho same time 
the BritiBh expert, Prof. D'Arcy Thomp- 
son, haa had Beveral long talks wilh 
Mr. Foster and Mr. Hamlin, and these 
have been of such a satisfactory nature 
that it is believed an amicable under- 
standing would be reached by all parties 
concerned if Canatla showed a disposi- 
tion to assent to the agreement. But 
Canada still stands in the way, and the 
continued absence of the Canadian ex- 
pert, Mr. Macoun, is regarded in tho 
light of a diplomatic discourtesy, not 
only to the United States, but a.so to 
the" British government. The foreign 
office named him with Prof. Thompson 
as an expert to come to Washington. 
Prof. Thompson came at once, but Mr. 
Macoun has remained away. The Ot- 
tawa government has Bent no explan- 
ation of this action and apparently was 
oblivious to all inquiries. 

It is thought tho presence of Mr. 
Hamlin aa the expert in the Bi:! ; .?b- 
American meeting may lie the came of 
Canada's inaction. Lord Salisbury 
specifically stated in accepting the pro- 
position for a meeting that it was to be 
one of experts. To this end the British 
expert, Professor Thompson, and the 
Canadian expert, Mr. Macoun, were 
named, it being expected that tho 
United States would name its expert, 
Profesbor Jordan. Mr. Hamlin was 
named, however, and it is understood 
that this ia viewed rather in the light ot 
naming a counsel or diplomat as the 
United StateB representative, rather 
than an expert. While no official objec- 
tion has been raised to the appointment, 
it is believed to account in part for Can- 
ada's delay in sending her expert ta 
Washington. 

No mention is made in the convention 
of the killing of seals in case Great Brit- 
ain and Canada did not co-operate. It 
ia pointed out that Russia and Japan 
could not adopt retaliatory steps against 
Canada as they have no border interest 
with her. Any action against Canada, 
therefore, must be taken by the United 
States alone. The plan of killing the 
Beats lias been embodied in bills now 
before congress but it has not come be- 
fore the conference as a step to be taken 
by the allied powerB'. 

Mr. Foster gave a reception to-night 
to tho Russian, Japanese and British 
delegates and experts. Professor Thomp- 
son was present but the British embassy 
oflicials were not present owing to the 
month of morning imposed by the death 
of the Duchess of Tec k. 

London, Nov. 1. — The Washington 
correspondent of the Chronicle cables 
that unless Great Britain consents to 
modifications in tho sealing regulations 
a bill will be introduced in congress 
authorizing the total destruction of the 
seal herds on the Pribyloff islands. lie 
adds that this policy will be a threat to 
be held over the heads of tbo British and 
Canadians when the meeting of the 
scientific experts ia held in Washington. 
In case of a refusal to accede to the 
wishes of the United States it is expect- 
ed that congress will make a commercial 
war on Canada.

TEN GENTS PER PACKAGE 
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The General Elections in Newfound- 
land Prove Very Disastrous 
for the Ministry,, 



Only Two Members of the Cabinet 
Retain Their Seats— Resigna- 
tion Impending;. 



Br. John's, NflJ.,Nov. 1.— The White- 
way ministry hag been defeated in the 
general legislative election and will pro- 
bably resign by the end of tbe month. 
At the time this despatch is sent this 
afternoon the full returns have not yet 
been received, but there is no doubt that 
the opposition has secured nineteen out 
of the thirty-six BeatB. The government 
has won in 11 districts. Six .remain to 
he henrd from, and the full returnB will 
doubtless be in to-morrow. 

Sir Wm. AVhitoway, the premier, has 
been defeated by 852 votes in the Trinity 
district, which has furnished the great- 
est surprise of the campaign. Mr. J. P. 
Scott, the receiver-general, was beaten 
by 700 in the Placentia district. Hon. 
H. J. R. Woods, Burveyor-general, was 
defeated by 400 votes iu the Baie do 
Verde district; and in the Bona Vista 
district Mr. Tate, the medical direetor, 
was defeated by 1,000 votes. 

The only executive cabinet officers re- 
maining are the Hon. R. Bond, col- 
onial secretary, who will probably carry 
Tillincate, anil the Hon. E. P. Morris, 
solicitor-general, whose majority in the 
St. JoIiu'b district is 300. 

Sir James Winter, leader o( the op- 
position, carried the Burin district with 
a majority of two to one over his minis- 
terial opponents, and the opposition 
majorities throughout the colony are in 
most cases very large. 



NEW YORK'S MAYORALTY. 

Points of the Exciting Campaign Ending in 
Election To-Day. 

New York, Nov. 1.— The moat sensa- 
tional political campaign in the history 
of New York ended to-night. Not a day 
for the past month has been void of ex- 
citing incidents. A few months ago it 
seemed as though there would be a 
straight fight between the Republicans 
and Democrats, with odds in favor of the 
latter on account of the opposition to the 
Raines liquor law. The law is highly 
unpopular among the foreign inhabitants 
of this city. But four events have occur- 
red which have in turn upset the 
calculations of the political leaders. 
The first was the formation of thu citi- 
zen's union, which drew its strength 
chiefly from the Republican party, whose 
leaders were so fiercely hostile toSeuator 
Piatt and bis methods of directing the 
regular Republican organization that a 
coalition of all the anti-Tarn many forces, 
an end that Mr. Piatt repeatedly de- 
clared he desired, was impossible. The 
citizens' union leaders asserted that the 
regular Republican organization and its 
managers were quite as offensive to good 
citizens as were those of Tammany. 
Their candidate is Seth Low. 

The second startling event was the 
return from Europe of Tammany's old 
leader, Richard Croker, or rather his 
immediate assumption of the manage- 
ment of Tammany Hall. He swept 
aside all opposition, dictated the nomin- 
ation of Robert A. Van Wyck for mayor 
and carried matters in such a way as to 
lead to seriom defections from the wig- 
wam. 

The third epoch in the campaign be- 
gan with the call to Henry George by 
the Democrats who believed in Thomas 
Jefferson, to join them in a fight for 
honest government. 

Three of the parties indicated oppose 
in their platforms or in letters the preB- 
sent excise law. The Republican plat- 
form defends that statute as "the best 
that could be devieed." There is no dif- 
ference in substance between the plat- 
form declarations on the subject of 
municipal franchises upon which point 
the Greater New York charter practic- 
ally embodies the doctrine that the city 
shall not part with the ownership of its 
franchises but shall lease them for limit- 
ed periods. 

The Herald gives the following as the 
betting on the election: 1 toS>o against 
Van Wyck; 3,' J to 1 against Low; 15 to 
1 againBt Tracy ; 1}', to 1 that Low beats 
Tracy; even money that Van Wyck's 
plurality exceeds 40,000; even money 
that Low does not get more than 165,000 
votes ; 10 to 8 and even money that Low 
carries Brooklyn ; even money that Tra- 
cy's vote exceeds 100,000; even money 
that Van Wyck gets iffiO.OOO votes. 

Besides the mayor, comptroller and 
president of the council, the officers of 
the municipality that are to be chosen, 
there are to be elected members of the 
state assembly, county officials, borough 
othcials and members of the judiciary 
The municipal assembly consists of a 
council of twenty-nine members and a 
board of aldermen consisting of one 
member for each district, 



WARSHIPS FOR SPAIN 

Acquired In England Though the Construc- 
tors Showed Some Anxiety About 
the Payment. 

London, Nov. 1. — The Daily Chronicle 
says : " We are informed that the Span- 
ish government signed contracts last 
week with an important firm of British 
shipbuilders by which it acquires some 
cruisers armed with quick-firing guns 
which the firm had nearly completed 
for another government, whose consent, 
presumably, Spain has secured to this 
arrangement. When the question of 
finance was raised by the constructors 
the Spanish minister of marine, Ad- 
miral Bermejo, represented that in the 
event of war the Spanish government 
could count on an internal war loan. 

According to the Madrid correspon- 
dent of the Standard the Bank of Spain 
has agreed to advance the Cuban treas- 
ury 80,000,000 pesetas and the treasury 
of the Philippine islands 30,000,000, on 
the guarantee of the Spanish treasury. 

TO LOOK FOR ANDREE. 

A Government Expedition to Start on a Six 
Months' Search. 

CuniSTiANiA, Nov. 1. — The govern- 
ment has instructed the governor of the 
province of Tromsoe, the moat northerly 
province in Norway, to charter a steamer 
at the expense of the state, to provision 
it for six months, and to Bend out a re- 
lief expedition for Herr Andiee, the 
aeronaut, who ascended in hia balloon, 
the Eaele, on July 11 laBt, at Spitzber- 
gen, 400 miles off the North cape of Nor- 
way. The relief Bteamer will etart in 
three days' time from Tromsoe, Tromsoe 
island, off the north coast of Norway, 
and proceed to Spitzbergin. 

BOUGHT THE SOUDAN. 

An English Syndicate Has Obtained Con- 
trol by Bargain With Egyptian 
Government. 

London, Nov. 1. — A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from Taris sayB: A British 
syndicate haB obtained control of the 
Soudan in exchange for the payment of 
annuitv to the Egyptian government and 
the defrayal of the expense of the mili- 
tary occupation. It will reconstruct and 
work the railway from Suakim, on the 
Red Sea, to Berber, on the Nile, the 
southernmost point reached by the 
Anglo-Egyptian expedition. 

RAID UPON DAWSON. 

A Juneau Inventor's Story for the Enter- 
tainment of New York. 

New Yokk, Nov. 1. — The Sun to-day 
prints a letter from Juneau, Alaska, out- 
lining what purports to be a raid into 
British territory and the capture of 
Dawson City. The letter bears date of 
Juneau, Alaaka, October 21, and reads 
as follows : 

"In the same mail by which this let- 
ter goes there will go to Attorney- 
General McKenna at Washington a 
warning of a wild-cat filibustering 
scheme which for daring can be likened 
only to Jameson's raid on the Transvaal. 
It is nothing less than a plan to seize 
Dawson City in the name of the United 
States and open up reserved claims for 
immediate operation. The story comes 
here from United States Commissioner 
J. N. Smith at Dyea, and it is the gen- 
eral belief at that place. The United 
States marshal considers it of sufficient 
importance to notify the Washington 
authorities at once." 



LESS YELLOW FEVER. 

Weather Conditions Improving and Re- 
fuceea Returning Home. 

Memphis, Tenn,, Nov. 1. — The yellow 
fever situation is improving, and the 
weather continues such as to warrant 
phyBicianB in stating that the end is 
near at hand. Rain haB been falling 
nearly twenty-four hours. Frost and 
much colder weather is predicted for the 
night. The record to-day is two new 
cases and one death. Refugees are re- 
turning by every train and railroads are 
reporting very light travel out of the 
city,

He was found uncon- 
scious on the track and died shortly 
after. 

Risky Insurance. 

Berlin, Nov. 1. — An insurance society 
to be called Industria is being formed by 
employees throughout Germany to in- 
sure against loss arising from strikes. 
The society will have a capital of 5,000,- 
000 marks. 

Fatal Accident. 

Montreal, Nov. 1. — Probably a fatal 
accident occurred to-day to a Blreet rail- 
way employe named Dugas. He was in 
charge of a trailer filled with bagH of 
Band which are distributed at various 
points along the lines every morning, 
and the motor car to which it was at- 
tached was going along at a good rate ol 
speed. He leaned out over the gate just 
as another car was coming in the oppo- 
site direction and received a terrible 
blow on the side of the head, knocking 
him over the end of the car. 

Religion In Schools. 

Toronto, Nov. 1. — In preaching at the 
Metropolitan church last evening, Rev. 
Dr. Dewart took strong ground against 
the introduction of religions teaching 
into public schoolB. He said there was 
more "Churchianity" than Christianity 
in the demand recently made for a 
change in this respect. 

Obituary. 

Chatham, Nov. 1.— \V. G. Poole, con- 
fectioner, a well-known citi/.en, died 
this morning. 

Toronto, Nov. 1, — Rev. Father Con- 
nolly, of Hastings, is dead; aged 49. 

Niagara, Nov. 1.— Rev. Robert Arn- 
old, Canon of Christ Church cathedral, 
Hamilton, died here last night, aged 91. 

Kingston, Nov. 1.— Thomas Buckley, 
a Toronto convict serving a fifteen years' 
term' in penitentiary for burglary, died 
to-day. 

Hay Dealer Murdered. 

Montreal, Nov. 1.— John Laplante, 
a French Canadian hay dealer, at St. 
Liborie, near St. Hyacintho, was found 
murdered on Saturday evening not fifty 
feet from home. It is supposed he was 
murdered for his money. There is no 
clue to the murderer. Laplante leaves a 
wife and five children. 



Recognized iu England That H« Ex- 
pects No Return for Hia Pre- 
ferential Tariff. 



The Canadian Premier Styled Abroad 
an Illustrious Apostle of 
Free Trade! 



Manchester, Eng., Nov. 1. — Lord 
Roaebery addressed a large meeting here 
this evening in connection with the 
centennary celebration of the chamber 
of commerce. Ho reviewed the history 
of free trade, elaborately eulogizing what 
he described as its " advantages to Eng- 
land." Lord Rosebery contended that 
the condition of agriculture abroad, des- 
pite bounties and protection, was little 
better and in some cases worse than in 
England. He quoted Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier, the Dominion Premier, aB " a most 
illustrious authority BUBtaiuing the view 
that it was free trade which has pre- 
served and consolidated the British Em- 
pire." 

He fully agreed with Sir Wilfrid 
Lanrier, ho declared, that any de- 
viation from absolute political and com- 
mercial freedom would only weaken the 
bonds holding the Empire together, and 
that " anything in the direction of an 
imperial zollverein wouid weaken the 
Empire internally and excite the per- 
sonal hostility of the whole world, al- 
ready excited by British prosperity un- 
der free trade." He said he " would 
tread softly in the presence of tbe idea of 
a zollverein," for he believed it already 
dead. It behooved them to walk 
Btrongly and warily in the path of em- 
pire, but such zollverein would form a 
permanent menace of war. 



CLERICAL COMPLIMENTS. 

Methodist Ministers of Hamilton and Tor- 
onto Deal With Archbishop 
Cleary. 

Hamilton, Nov. 1. — Rev. R. Burns, 
methodist, in a Bermon yesterday re- 
ferred to Archbishop Cleary'B mandate 
against Catholics attending attending 
Protestant weddings and funerals. He 
found no fault with the relationship of 
Archbishop Cleary's mandate to the 
Catholic church ; but as a Protestant 
minister he resented f !ie archbishop's 
insulting statement abo„' -.je Protestant 
marriage ceremony. There were good 
Catholics who attended tlief unerals of the 
late Alexander Mackenzie and Sir John 
Macdonald and they were not anathe- 
matized. On the other hand good Pro- 
teBtants attended the funerals of the late 
ArchbiBhop Lynch and Sir JohnThomp- 
eon without any anathemas being hurled 
at them. It might be because of the 
slipping away of Catholics from the con- 
fessional and a desire to hold them in 
his grasp more than in the past that 
Archbishop Cleary had issued hia man- 
dement. 

Toronto, Nov. 1. — Rev. E, S. Rowe, 
Methodist, referred yesterday to Arch- 
bishop Cleary's mandate, and said: 
" Because the archbishop has assumed 
the right to condemn others is no reason 
why Protestants should get excited. 
They had better pray for the man in 
Egyptian darkness. The archbishop had 
created a monopoly for forgiving sin, 
and would probably put up the price. 
The spirit of medueval times still rules 
in Catholicism." 



The President's Courtesy. 
London, Nov. 1.— U.S. Ambassador 
Hay this afternoon sent to the Queen at 
Balmoral, by telegraph, an expression 
of I'resident McKinley'a sympathy and 
condolence upon the death "of the Duch- 
ess of Teck. 

Socialist Put to Work. 
Toulon, Nov. 1.— Hiniballi, the Cor- 
sican, socialist who, on September i, 
Btabbed and nearly killed M. Pastour- 
eau, mayor of this city, as the hitter was 
leaving the council chamber, has been 
convicted and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 

An Unpaid Aruiy. 
Madrid, Nov. 1. — The pay of the army 
in Cuba is .f (10,000, 000 iu arrears. 

Cecil Rhodes 
London, Nov. 1. — A dispatch to the 
Diily Mail from Capetown says that 
Mr. Cecil Rhodes, who has being lying 
seriously ill in Longa, but who was re- 
norted as recovering, had a relapse a 
f>w days ago. It is now believed, how ■ 
ever, that he will rally again and be out 
of danger. 

German Railway Accident. 

Berlin, Nov. 1. — An engine collided 
to-day with a train at Bilenberg, on the 
Halle-Kotthus line, fifteen miles from 
Leipsie. Twenty-nine persons were in- 
jured. Of this number six persons may 
die as the result of injuries received. 

A Great Scheme. 
Toronto, Nov. 1. — Tin "ity council to- 
night resolved to petition .he Queen ask- 
ing that when the Imperial Institute in 
London is through with the Jubilee gifts 
they may be exhibited in the colonial 
cities, the proceeds of the admission fees 
to go half to the Prince of Wales' scheme 
and half to local hospitals.

to overtake the demand. The year after 
it may be different. At least we may 
reasonally suppose that by that time the 
home supply will more nearly equal the 
home demand.

By it only can they hopo 
to make a success in some lines, and by 
it success in all lines can be greatly aug- 
mented. Of all the acts passed by the 
legislature last season, of all tho subjects 
of government policy, to which the legis- 
lature was asked to give effect, none 
will contribute more to the welfare of 
the farmers than that providing for in- 
stitutes, for the reason that it will give 
new life to that important interest. It 
is in matters of this kind that a govern- 
ment renders itself moat useful. The 
farmers can succeed only in proportion rb 
they help themselves. That act gives 
them a means of doing so.

THE QUESTION OF THE DAY. 

Daily new evidence iB forthcoming as 
to the great interest taken in all parts of 
the world in the development of the 
Yukon gold mines, and the news which 
filters out from the river valley shows 
the correctness of the views expressed 
by Dr. Dawson as to the extent of the 
auriferous area. We must prepare in 
British Columbia for a good and perma- 
nent expansion of business from this 
source alone. 

The latest reports received from the 
Kootenay are of the most satisfactory 
character, and the Barne is true of the 
mining districts of Yale, Lillooet and 
Cariboo. 

Not very much new is to be reported 
concerning mines and mining prospectB 
on Vancouver Island, Texada and the 
Coast; but the work of prospecting, de- 
veloping and working are proceeding in 
a highly satisfactory manner. The indi- 
cations are that there will be good news 
and plenty of it before long. 

The above observations apply to an 
area of half a million square miles, and 
we think we may safely say that having 
regard to the extent of territory em- 
braced in the gold and silver-bearing 
area, Uie richness of the deposits, and 
the favorable circumstances, on the 
whole, under which mining can be con- 
ducted, the showing is exceptional in 
the history of the world. 

Some may take exception to the state- 
ment that the circumstances surround- 
ing ruining in this country are on 
the whole favorable; but we think 
it fully warranted. The elements which 
enter into consideration in connection 
with mining are many. Among them 
are surety of titles, the administration 
of the lawe, the character of the native 
population, the healthfulness or other- 
wise of the climate, the cost aud charac- 
ter of available food products, the coBt 
aud nature of ihe transportation problem, 
and so on. All these things and others 
of the same class must be taken into ac- 
count quite as much as the richness of 
the deposits. The weak point in con- 
nection with our mines is the transport- 
ation. This in regard to the greater 
part of the area needs improvement, 
and we submit it to be the duty of both 
the Federal and Provincial governments 
to unite their efforts to that end. The 
transportation question is the crying 
one of the day. Upon it depends the 
development of largo areaa of mineraliz- 
ed country and the settlement of some 
of our best farming sections. The peo- 
ple ot Canada and the province will 
stand by their respective governments 
in adopting a broad and fearless policy 
on this great subject.

THE PRIVATE BUSINESS 

OF MINISTERS. 

The best and only answer needed to 
the long editorial in the Times of yester- 
day, rinding fault with tho members of 
the provincial government for not Riv- 
ing up their private business on taking 
office, is furnished by the fact that mem- 
bers of tho federal cabinet have not felt 
called upon to do so. We can speak of 
two cases of which we have personal 
knowledge. The Hon. Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals and tho Hon. Minister 
of Fisheries still continue their connec- 
tion with tho law firms of which they 
were members at the time they took 
office. A few days ago the despatches 
announced that the former had gone to 
Fredericton, N.B., to attend the meeting 
of the Now Brunswick telephone com- 
pany, of which he is a director and, we 
think, president. The Hon. Isaac Bur- 
pee, at one time Minister of Customs of 
Canada under Alexander Mackenzie, 
did not think of surrendering his large 
commercial interests on taking office. 
No one claims that ministers of the Do- 
minion or the Provinces should do any- 
thing of the sort, and nothing that Sir 
Charles Tupper said could be twisted to 
mean anything of that kind. Ho stated 
that he had resigned his connection 
with the public enterprises with which 
he was connected, because he felt that 
as premier he ought to be in a position 
to deal with every matter impartially. He 
did not say that he gave up all his 
private business interests, and no one 
with a grain of common Bense would 
think that he ought to have done bo. 
Even the Times does not think so. All 
it is trying to do is to get a shot at the 
members of the local government ; who 
can do nothing right in its eyes. If they 
Bhould offer the Times eternal happiness 
it would prefer to keep on in its course 
in the other direction. 

Possibly the subject is worth a little 
treatment on ita merits. We have no 
leisure class in Canada who can under- 
take the business of politics. We have 
.very few professional politicians. Most 
of our public men are practical business 
men, who have pushed themselves to 
tho front by their energy, men who have 
made a success of their own affairs and 
whose bestrecommendntion as managers 
of the business of the people is to be 
found in :heir conspicuous personal suc- 
cess. The country does not want a lot of 
business nincompoops in charge ; nor is 
it so unreasonable as to ask that when a 
man takes office, with the chance of be- 
ing turned out by the popular whim at 
any day, he Bhnll sacrifice all his busi- 
ness interests. Nobody wants anything 
of the kind. If such was required at 
the hands of our public men, we would 
Boon find that the only people who 
would undertake to manage the affairB 
of the people would be those who were 
conspicuous failures in managing their 
own. So far from its being to the dis- 
credit of the members of the provincial 
government that they have large private 
interests, it gives the peoplo of British 
Columbia an additional guarantee that 
they have a ministry composed of prac- 
tical and reliable men. 



news telegrams, and has no control over 
them, neither are they sent out by any 
one in the Colonist office or in the em- 
ploy of the Colonist. In tho next place 
the first the Colonist ever heard of any 
such report was through a telegram from 
Ottawa saying that the officials of the 
customs there denied that any bucIi in- 
tention bad been arrived at. 

So much for the falsehoods of our con- 
temporary. Now lor the facts as iar as 
they bear upon the latter point. The 
exemption clause was adopted by the 
cuatoms authorities solely aB a temporary 
relief to an unfortunate lot of people who 
had been misled, largely by the I'ost- 
Intelligencer, to suppose that no dutieB 
would be collected on their outfits. The 
suggestion for such a temporary arrange- 
ment came from Victoria, and it so hap- 
pens that the Colonist was consulted by 
the Collector of Customs as to its advisa- 
bility, and agreed with that officer that 
under the very distressing circumstances 
of the case it was not unreasonable to 
grant such an exemption. The matter 
was not done in a corner. All the busi- 
ness men in this city knew what was 
being done, and very few of them raised 
tho least objection. Both the city papers 
expressed themselves as pleased that an 
arrangement, of this kind could bo made, 
It was felt to be necessary to do something 
to help the unfortunate people out of the 
hole into which they had been led by 
false guides. Now, however, things are 
changed. There is no longer any excuee 
for any one to believe that duties will not 
he collected, and there is therefore no 
reason why any one should have any ex- 
emption. Hence the merchants of the 
British Columbia cities will bring the 
Btrongest pressure to bear that they can 
to induce the government to bring tho 
exemption to an end with the cIoeb of 
the year, There is no very great objec- 
tion here to the 100-pound exemp- 
tion of itself. The renson of tho agi- 
tation for ita abrogation is the fact that 
the Post-Intelligeucer and other papers 
are employing it as a means of deceiving 
miners.

FALSEHOOD FROM SEATTLE. 

The Post-Intelligencer replies to some 
observations of the Colonist with a good 
deal of violence and a more than usual 
degree of untruth. The Bubject is the 
100-pound exemption temporarily per- 
mitted to foreign miners going into tho 
Yukon. In the first place, it conven- 
iently ignores, while charging the Col- 
onist with falsehood, the real point of 
its own proposition, which we disputed. 
Tho Po3t-Intelligencer never discussed, 
as it claims, any 100-pound exemption. 
At least, if it did, its reference has 
escaped our notice.

Yet another of the old-timers whose 
face is a familiar one to all Victorians has 
been called to his long home, death yes- 
terday morning removing from among 
his associates Mr. W. G. Lawson, of 
Johnson street, who has made his home 
in Victoria since 1S62. The deceased 
was a son of the late Archdeacon Law- 
aon, and was born in Kent, England, 01 
years ago. He waa for Bometime in bus- 
iness at the corner of Broad Btreet and 
Trounce avenue, where he became ac- 
quainted with almost all the commercial 
community. During recent years he had 
been a continual sull'erer from paralysis, 
which dread disease eventually termina- 
ted his life. He leaves a widow and four 
sons particularly bereaved by his demise. 

A iiurglar with unlimited gall paid a 
visit to the residence of Rev. Canon 
Paddon during the early hours of Sunday 
morning, only to he disturbed while fill- 
ing his sack with the contents of the 
pantry by Mr. Paddon, Jr. The latter 
had armed himself for the fray on hear- 
ing a suspicious noise in the kitchen, 
and took no notice of the burglar's word 
of advice, not to interfere with him as 
ho was a bad man.

The Full court yesterday dismissed 
with costs the cross appeal in Nelson A 
Fort Sheppard v. Parker and others. 
The judgment, which was read by the 
Chief Justice, Justices McCreight and 
"Drake concurring, is Bomewhat interest- 
ing in the fact that it contained a cen- 
sure on the printing in one of the up 
country papers of what purported to be 
the defendants' argument "embellished 
with prominent head-lines." The Chief 
Justice described the publication as con- 
tempt of court, which would be dealt 
promptly with if repeated. 

In the first place the Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard Railway sued the defendant 
Parker for trespass at Quartz creek, and 
obtained an injunction from Mr. Juaiice 
McColl restraining defendants from do- 
inganything that would cloud plaintiflV 
title to the land. Defendant moved be- 
fore Mr. Justice Walkem, at Nelson, to 
set aBide Mr. Justice McColl's order. 
While not setting the order aside, Mr. 
Justice Walkem at the same time direc- 
ted that the Nelson it Fort Sheppard 
could not apply for a crown grant till the 
case was settled. From this the Nelson 
& Fort Sheppard company appealed to 
the Full court and the appeal was allow- 
ed. The defendauta croaa-appealed to 
the Full court, aBking to have the whole 
of Mr. Justice McCoII'b injunction set 
aside. 

This the Full court yesterday refused 
to do, the following being the judgment 
of the Chief Justice : 

"I seeno reason forintorfering with the 
order appealed from. This ia an action 
of trespass and it is of elementary prin- 
ciple that mere possession is sufficient 
to support an action of trespass. As in 
Harper v. Charlesworth, 4 B. and C., 
589, and Johnson v. Barrett, Aleyn 10, 11, 
where the plaintiff had no title to en- 
able him to maintain an ejectment be- 
cause he had not a legal conveyance 
from the Crown, but still, according to 
the authority in Aleyn he would be en- 
titled by reason of his actual possession 
to maintain trespass against a wrong- 
doer. There can be no doubt that the 
railway company were in possession 
here with the consent of the Crown; 
they were operating their railway 
through the land, and, ol course, must 
have ingress and egreBS on either aide. 
The languago of Baylev J., in Harper v. 
Charlesworth. 4 B. A 0., p. 591, iB pre- 
cisely applicable. 

" ' It appears to me that the plaintiff 
was in actual possession of the land and 
I am of opinion that actual possession of 
crown land with the consent of the 
Crown is sufficient to entitle the party 
possessing it to maintain trespass against 
persons who have no title at all and who 
are mere wrony doers.' 

" Perhaps as tiiis is only an interlocu- 
tory motion— indecisive of the merits of 
the case, it is better to say no more. It 
ia much to he regretted that one of the 
parties to the action, or perhaps his mis- 
guided friends, have not observed the 
propriety of maintaining silence, at 
least from comment whilst the case was 
suh judice; but on the contrary have 
printed in the newspapers what pur-

The Full court yesterday refused to 
grant the application for leave to appeal 
to the Privy Council in Madden v. Nel- 
son and Fort Sheppard Railway. The 
case came up first in the County court 
of Kootenay before Judge Forin, Madden 
Brothers of Nelson sueing the Nelson 
and Fort Sheppard Railway for a couple 
of horsea which strayed on the unfenced 
railway and were killed. Plaintiffs won 
and defendants took an appeal to the 
Full court on tho grounds chiefly that 
the fence act of British Columbia does 
not apply to the Nelsou and Fort Shep- 
pard Railway as it was under the Do- 
minion jurisdiction being a road for the 
general advantage of Canada and the 
Dominion act was silent on tho suhj;ct 
of fencing. Plaintiffs applied for leave 
to appeal to the Privy Council, but the 
Full court decided yesterday that the 
sum involved wrb below the limit on 
which they could grant this appeal. It 
was intimated, however, that applica- 
tion might be made to the Privy Council 
direct, Mr. Gordon Hunter for plain- 
tills (appellants) ; Mr. L. P. Duff for de- 
fendants (respondents ) 

The Full court yesterday granted the 
applieotion of Mr. L, D. Crease on be- 
half of plaintiff in Wollburn v. North 
Cowichan to appeal from a judgment of 
the County court, Nanaiuio, dismissing 
plaintiff's claim for $17, coroner's fees 
for an inquest held on the Cowichan 
reserve. The question is as to who iB 
responsible for the fees. 

Tho Full court yesterday adjourned 
until Thursday morning.

NO CARGO SPACE LEFT. 



The "Seattle" Sails Witli Every 
Inch of Freight Accommoda- 
tion Crowded. 



A Busy Day Along the Water Front 
—Last Sealers of the Fleet 
Return. 



When the City of Seattle arrived at 
the outer wharf yesterday morning it 
was easily to be seen that she had 
aboard a cargo of more than usual dimen- 
sions. Even in the days of the rush in 
August and September the Seattle's load 
of freight would have come very nearly 
reaching a record, and when the one 
hundred tons awaiting her here waB 
loaded, the merchandise, baggnge and 
miscellaneous collection wbich is com- 
prised in the expressive term miner's 
outfits had overflowed the space usually 
allotted to it, and encroached upom some 
of that generally conserved for the ac- 
commodation of passengers. Staterooms, 
some portion of the saloons, and other 
unlikely places had received their quan- 
tum of merchandise, most of which was 
the property of the big Humbert Yukon 
Expedition destined for Pyramid har- 
bor en route for Dawson City via the 
Walton Trail. And the Seattle's passen- 
ger list too, was a heavy one for this 
season, numbering ninety-live persons, 
most of them members of the sanro 
Humbert party, There were also a 
number of four-footed pasaengers, only 
(logs, however, the horees and cattle 
having been despatched from Seattle on 
Saturday evening on board the bark 
Colorado. Among the passengers from 
this port who embarked on the Seattle 
was J. F. Hale, a well known Victorian, 
who was for some time an employee of 
Mr. Sam Reid, Mr. Hale in company 
with Mr.CVJ. Irwin and Mr. J. Noble 
will disembark at Wraugel intending to 
make the trip to Dawson via the Stick- 
een-Tealin Lake route, conveying the 
large outfit they have taken by means of 
dog-drawn toboggans. The object of 
their trip is to locate claims for a syndi- 
cate of capitalists in whose beb.fc.if they 
will also purchase such claims aB can be 
obtained at profit-promising ligures. Mr. 
Hale and one of hia partners will in all 
likelihood make an early return, leaving 
the Hard member of the party on the 
Bpot to watch over the interests acquired. 
Another passenger was Mr. F. C. Hold- 
en, a brother of Dr. Holuen and for- 
merly connected with the firm of Messrs. 
Amec, Holden ■& Co., who intends tore- 
main at Skagway. Another paaaenger 
destined for Skagway with business 
plans of more than the usual extent 
seething within his brain was Mr. F. G. 
F. La Penotiere, who will enter the held 
as the pioneer banker in that young 
city. Tho metropolitan character of 
Skagway will be more pronounced than 
ever when the banking facilities 
contemplated by this enterprising gen- 
tleman are completed. Other paaeengers 
irom this point were Messrs. J. Garland, 
E. Demers, Donald McDonald and J. B. 
Miller, all of whom are bound for the 
K lundy ke by various paths. Mr. Sperry, 
one of the leaders of the Humbert ex- 
pedition, was also a passenger, and upon 
him will devolve the main work of sup- 
erintendence of this first expedition 
under the auspices of this syndicate. 
Mr. S. Elnathan Smith, the general 
manager, went up with the party 
as far as Vancouver, where he will 
leave t hem to continue the journey, he 
remaining behind to complete the ar- 
rangements necessary for the successful 
carrying; on of the remainder of the vast 
enterprise they have entered. The bark 
Colorado upon arrival at Port Townaend 
on her way north was found not to be all 
that is desirable in the matter of ventila- 
tion for so large a quantity of live stock 
as that with which aho waa freighted, 
and a gang of men had to be set to work 
to improve her in this respect. ThiB 
necessitated the unloading of the cattle 
and horses, and of courso extra expense. 

Till; PHASER FLEET, 

The steamer Rainbow, which has been 
in service for some time on the Fraser 
river, arrived in the harbor on Sunday. 
The object of her trip was to undergo a 
complete general overhauling, which 
will detain her for two or three weeks. 
Her place will be filled in the meantime 
by the Willapa, the Tees filling the va- 
cancy caused by the transfer of the Wil- 
lapa. The Oscar came in yesterday 
morning with another cargo of salmon 
from the Fraser for the ship Seeatern, 
whose hold is rapidly filling. It will be 
some time yet, however, before her com- 
plement of freight is stowed away. The 
Ttes unloaded 2,150 cases of salmon 
from E. A. SVadham'a cannery, which 
wiil be taken to Steveaton. 

KHOM THE NORTH. 

Steamer Boscowitz, repaired and in 
good trim, left last night for the North, 
her destination being the Naas and 
Skeena rivers. ThiB iB her first trip on 
the winter schedule, under which she is 
lulled to leave this port on the 1st and 
loth of each month. She took a heavy 
car^o of freight and quite a large passen- 
ger list, including Messrs. Brewster and 
Robertson, managorn of the CarliBle and 
Claxton canneries respectively; Mrs. 
Pidock, wife of the Indian agent at Cape 
Madge; Martin Lundberg, some lady 
missionaries, and several sportsmen. 
There were also quite a number of spec- 
tators deatiurd for various points on the 
West Coast, Bella Coola and Lowe Inlet, 
being the most attractive fielda for their 
operations. Mr. Lundberg, who iB ac- 
companied by a partner, baa a some- 
what novel object in making this trip, it 
hoing no other than the depletion of 
Some of the Indian villages on the west 
and north coaBtof thoislandof the horde 
of dogB which are so characteristic a 
feature of them. Kitkatlah, Kitimat, 
and the villages along the Naas will he 
prospected for dog-flesh, and although 
by far the largest proportion of the 
canines to be found there are most un- 
miBtakeably mongrela, there should be 
quite a number suitable for the work of 
hauling aledB acrosH the snow. 

ON THE SAN FRANCISCO RUN. 

Steamer Umatilla is having more than 
her share of delays. Fog and an extra 
heavy cargo of freight were reaponaible 
for her non-arrival in port on Sunday 
nighi . Due hero early in the evening, ic 
w.tri It o'clock before ahe put in an ap- 
pearance, and no time waa loBt in atov - 
lug a«ay the freight waiting former. 
She sailed again for the South at an 



hour after midnight, having but few pas- 
sengers from Victoria. The Umatilla ia 
now ir. command of Captain Hunter, 
late of the Willamette, who took charge 
of her here on Sunday, Captain Bennett, 
superintendent of the Pacific SteamBhip 
Company's dock atSanFranciaco having 
brought the veaael up here. Captain 
Thomas, late captain of the Umatilla, ia 
now in charge of the Geo. W. Elder. 

FOB THE WEST C0ABT. 

Steamer Tees, which is taking the 
place on the West Coast run of the Wil- 
lapa, waa to have left last evening but 
was delayed unloading and loading 
heavy consignments of freight and will 
not leave until 9 o'clock this morning. 
She will go as far a-a Cape Scott and has 
quite a large passenger list. 

ALL THE SEALERS HOME. 

The sealing fleet which has been strag- 
gling homewards for the last few weeks 
ia all now anchored in the harbor. The 
last vessel to arrive waB the Geneva, 
which made her appearance yesterday 
morning, being preceded a few hours by 
the Sadie Turpel. The catch of these 
vessels have already been reported. They 
bring no news that has not already been 
anticipated by other arrivals, and report 
that the season has been uneventful. 

SUNDAY AT HOME. 

It is a long time since the inner har- 
bor contained so many tugs and small 
ateamboata aa were tied up to the 
wharveB on Sunday. In all there were 
seventeen of these craft, most of them 
tied up but for a day or two. 

The Dominion quarantine steamer 
Karlo left yesterda3' afternoon for Wil- 
liam Head after three months of idle- 
ness. She ia under the command of 
Captain Gould, for some time in the 
eealing trade and lately mate of the 
Willapa, and her crew ia a new one.

GRANT'S SECRETIVE NESS. ' 



Tho Responsibility of fill Politics yorcod 
Him to Guard ZIIh Utterance*. 

General Horaco Porter, in "Cam- 
paieningWith Grant," in Tho Century, 
says concerning General Grant's secro- 
tivoness: 

After tho general had got somo miles 
out on tho march from Cold Harbor an 
officer of rank joined him, and as they 
rodo along began to explain a plan 
which ho had sketched, providing for 
the construction of another lino of in- 
trenclunonts somo distanco in rear of tho 
lines then hold by us, to bo used in caso 
tho army should at any time want to 
fall back and move toward tho James 
and should bo attacked whilo with- 
drawing. The general kept on smoking 
his cigar, listened to tho proposition for 
a timoand then quiotly remarked to tho 
astonished officer, "Tho army has al- 
ready pulled out from the enemy's front 
and is now on its march to tho James. " 

This is mentioned as an instance of 
how well his secrets could bo kept. Ho 
had never been a secretive man until tho 
positions of responsibility in which ho 
was placed compelled him to be chary 
in giving expression to his opinions and 
purposes. He then learned the force of 
tho philosopher's maxim that "the un- 
spoken word is a sword in tho scabbard, 
whilo the spoken word is a sword in tho 
hand of one's enemy. " In the field thero 
were constant visitors to tho camp, 
ready to circulate carelessly any inti- 
mations of tho commander's movements, 
at tho risk of having such valuable in- 
formation reach the enemy. Any en- 
couraging expression given to an appli- 
cant for favors was apt to bo tortured 
into a promise, nnd tho general natural- 
ly bcearno guarded in his intercourse. 
When questioned beyond the boundo of 
propriety, his lips closed like a viso, 
and the obtruding party was loft to sup- 
ply all tho subsequent conversation. 

Thcso circumstances proclaimed him 
a man who studied to bo uncommunica- 
tivo and gavo him a reputation for re- 
serve which could not fairly bo attrib- 
uted to him. Ho was called tho "Amer- 
ican Sphinx," "Ulysses tho Silent" aud 
tho "Great Unspeakable, " and was pop- 
ularly supposed to move about with 
scaled lips. It is truo that ho had no 
"small talk" introduced merely for tho 
sako of talking, and many a ono will 
recollect tho embarrassment of a first 
encounter with him resulting from this 
fact. But whilo, liko Shakespeare's sol- 
dier, ho never wore his dagger in his 
mouth, yet in talking to a small circlo 
of friends upon matters to which he had 
given special consideration his conver- 
tion was so thoughtful, philosophical 
aud original that ho fascinated all who 
listened to him. 



WHEN WE CRITICISE FRIENDS 



The Kindness of Ignoring Trivial Mis- 
takes In Our Dally Life. 

"Thero aro two kinds of mistakes, 
mistakes of moment and trivial mis- 
takes," writes Edward W. Bok in The 
Ladies' Homo Journal. "Undoubtedly 
tho best servico which one friend can 
render another is to savo him from a 
mistake liable to bo serious in its re- 
sults. In such an act lies true friend- 
ship. But in these days of criticism, 
when wo are apt to criticise everything 
and everybody, we aro all too apt to 
correct mistakes which aro absolutely 
trivial and not worth correcting. And 
yet in calling attention to them we of- 
ten hurt the feelings of our best friends. 
Not ono of us, even tbo most good na- 
tured, likes to have his mistakes point- 
ed out. Wc may appear not to mind cor- 
rections aud accept them with a smile, 
but it is human nature to smart under 
correction, although some of us may bo 
clever enough to conceal tho smart;

If no impor- 
tant point is involved, why call atten- 
tion to tho mistake? AVhat good does it 
do to havo tho exact day set right? It is 
a mutter of no importance, so why in- 
sist upon correcting the trivial error? 
Stanch friendships have ofton been 
pricked by this needle of useless correc- 
tion. It is a great art— this art of learn- 
ing to allow others to bo mistaken when 
the mistake is unimportant. Few learn 
it, but those who do are among tho 
most comfortable friends one can have. "

A SURPRISE IN STORE. 



The Boundary District Will Pro- 
duce It With the Greatest Camp 
on This Continent. 



A Country Where Big Capitalists 
May Make Fortunes in Gold, 
and Copper. 



Greenwood Citv, B.C., Oct. 25.— Of 
all the branches of the Kettle river, 
Boundary Creek is best known. Its 
name ia synonymous with that of the 
mining country which it drains, though 
why it should be called Boundary I fail 
to discover. The creek itself ia a consid 
erable river, and it drains a district that 
would make a good sized English county. 
The river runs almoBt due north for 40 
miles to its source, and is fed by hun- 
dreds of tributary streams. At Green- 
wood, Copper creek joins it from the 
west : a few miles further up Eholt creek 
enters. Ebolfc and Copper creek are the 
main tributaries of Boundary creek

The course of Boundary river lies be- 
tween a series of lofty and noble moun- 
tains, but ever and anon valleys ol* great 
beauty are formed by encircling moun- 
tains, and through these the river flows 
sluggishly along. In one of these dimin- 
utive valleyB, about 10 miles north of 
Midway, are the infant citiee of Anaconda 
and Greenwood. They are about a mile 
apart, and both are bidding for future 
fame and prosperity. Anaconda was the 
first-born, but Greenwood has far out- 
stripped its rival. In fact, the Enter- 
prise of Greenwood folks has made this 
town the trading centre of the Boundary 
country. 

It dates two years back, and it has al- 
ready a mayor and a board of aldermen. 
Robert Wood, the mayor of the town, 
has led a life typical of the western 
pioneer. He landed at Victoria in 1SG2, 
and hastened thence to tbe Cariboo 
country in search of gold. He was 
merely a youth then, and though he 
Bpent ten years in the Cariboo, fortune 
did not smile on him. Then he tried 
ranching in the Eraser river valley. But 
after ten years' experience in ranching 
he moved hiB household goods to Ver- 
non, and began the life of a trader and 
shopkeeper, coupled with farming. He 
did pretty well, built a flour mill, but 
achieved no fortune. In 1S05 be again 
sought fresh fields and pastures new. 
Nearly GO now, Mr. Wood found himself 
camped in tbe woods at the junction of 
Copper and Boundary creeks. Here he 
resolved, Alexander-like, to found a city 
and to woo the fickle goddess of fortune 
once more. This time she smiled, for 
every trail leading from Greenwood con- 
nects it with a mining camp of promise. 
A few miles to the east and up the 
mountains is the Greenwood camp it- 
self. To the west, up Copper creek, is 
Deadwood camp as well as Copper camp. 
To the north, live mileB away, are Long 
lake and Paes creek campa, and to the 
southeast is Smith's camp. 

Wood's care on first settling here was 
to transform the Indian traila that led 
to the mining campa into good country 
roads, and he has done it. Indeed, 
travel over the Boundary country is 
naught but unpleasant, for the roads are 
good and the scenery iB glorious. Every 
valley, mountain slope and hilltop ii 
clothed with forests of fir, pine and tam- 
arac.with Cottonwood in its gorgeous 
autumn foliage along the creeks, uuiold- 
ing a vista of enchanting mountain scen- 
ery whenever a vantage point is reached 
along these mountain highways. It is 
impossible to overstate the beauty ot 
these rolling mountains, with their 
glorious forests and their narrow valleys 
and dells and glens. In fact it looks like 
a waste of physical beauty for for count- 
less ages the unappreciative savage alone 
has gazed on thia glorious scenery. Yet 
it is melancholy to think that soon these 
mountains will be shorn of half their 
splendors, for the enterpriao and the 
greed of the white man will bo their 
doom, and half a century hence those 
Bloping hills and lofty mountains 
will be stripped by the aettler and the 
miner. It really seems to me the duty 
of the provincial government to take 
some atepa to save at leaat a portion of 
theae foreats. A part must perish be- 
fore the advancing tide of civilization, 
but their indiscriminate destruction in a 
national calamity. And the mining in- 
dustry devours the foreats. The Ana- 
conda Mining Company consumes over 
5,000,000 feet of lumber annually, and 
here will be a mining industry greater 
than any ever before seen in a district 
of equal extent. 

At Deadwood I went over the Mother 
Lode. A tunnel pierces the ledge 
right angles and cute a vein 207 feet from 
the foot to the hanging wall. A winze 
100 feet deep is sunk in the tunnel, 1 
all this work with the shafts sunk from 
the surlace exposes a body of mineral si 
enormous that it will take a century tf 
exhaust it. There are a dozen men 
working on the claim, for thia property 
has been acquired by a New York syn- 
dicate, who are developing it in antici- 
pation of a railroad. 

In the same camp ia the Sunset, also 
a most promising claim, which is de- 
velcped by various open cuts and a tun- 
nel 150 feet long. Peter Larson, one of 
the best known and most enterprising of 
Montana men, owns the Good Hope; 
and the Morrison, which has a fine ledge 
from 15 to 20 feet wide, is owned by the 



Loring-Crane syndicate. The surface 
indications in this camp are very fine, 
and the work in the Mother Lode Indi- 
cates extraordinary possibilities. But 
the Deadwood oreB are low grade and 
will need economical mining and treat- 
ment. They are ventures for large capi- 
tal, but with capital they must become 
big and profitable producers of gold and 
copper. 

Copper camp is but 2% miles distant 
from Deadwood. The Big Copper is the 
great show claim of thia camp. It is a 
wonderful showing of oxide of iron, iron 
pyritea, and a red oxide of copper. The 
ore on the Burface runs 9 per cent, in 
copper, but the vein haa not been placed, 
nur thoextentof the orebodydiacovered.

eut propects near the Big Copper. 
They are the King Solomon and the En- 
terprise. But he has postponed develop- 
ment till he builds his railroad. The 
ore in this camp runs high in copper, 
and there is no doubt but that with the 
udvent of railroads an army of indus- 
trious miners will find employment at 
Copper camp. At preaent, however, but 
little development work is being done. 
The claims are mostly owned by men 
without capital, and of course shipment 
to smelters ia out of the question. 

MoBt development work ia now being 
done at Greenwood camp. Hero also 
the ledgea are of enormouB size, and 
gold values are found equal to those of 
the Le Koi. The Parrott Company, of 
Butte, have purchased several claims 
here, including the Stemwinder, and 
paid handsome prices for them. But 
they ara doing no work, but merely 
waiting for railroads. 

The Snow Shoe ia under bond for .foO,- 
000, and development work ia being 
rapidly pushed. From surface indica- 
tions the ledge muat be fifty feet wide, 
and ore iB found that will run $40 in 
gold to the ton. The ore in the Stem- 
winder goes 7 per cent, copper, $42.40 in 
gold, and some silver, and the Gold 
Drop runs even Btill higher in gold. The 
Gold Drop ia now owned by Ontario and 
Manitoba people, and expensive ma- 
chinery ia being put in to develop the 
property, which is a very promiaing one. 

The Monarch and Tamarao are owned 
by R. E. Browne, the famoua South 
African expert. These claims have a 
wonderful showing, and some of the ore 
runa $40 in gold to the ton. These 
claims are to be soon extensively de- 
veloped and can hardly fail to become 
permanent mines. The same ia true of 
Iroutides, on which development work 
ia being prosecuted. I found a splendid 
showing in the shaft of the IronsideB, 
for it ia all in ore that will bo highly re- 
munerative when a railroad is built. 
The vein apparently iB 30 or 40 feet wide. 
ThiB property is owned in Montreal and 
Toronto, evidencing how widely scat- 
tered already is the ownership of Boun- 
dary properties. The Rawhide has an- 
other good vein, apparently 12 feet wide, 
and a sample assay gave 11.7 per cent 
copper, 2 oz. silver, and .fS in gold. In- 
deed the Greenwood cam]) ia of marvel- 
loua promise, and if developments jus- 
tify that promise it is deBtined to eur- 
paBS all other Canadian mining camps. 
Thia camp alone should produce 1,000 
tonB ol ore a day within a very short ti me. 

The camp can be reached from a rail- 
road built through Paaa creek, but the 
elevation of the camp is fully 1,300 feet 
above the railroad route to Greenwood 
City. Thia will neceeaitate a difficult 
feat of railroad building. The railroad 
muat come up the North fork of the 
Kettle river and Pass creek, then over a 
divide to Eholt creek and and along 
Eholt to Boundary creek. Greenwood 
camp nestles at the top of the mountains 
overlooking Eholt valley, and it is up 
the eides of these mountains the railroad 
muat climb in order to reach what ia 
undoubtedly the richest camp in Can 
adn. 

At the Summit camp, it ia true, re- 
cent developments give immenae t ">m- 
iae. The B. C. is developing an ore body 
that bids fair to make it surpasa the Le 
Roi. In the Wellington camp are a 
number of claims which look exceeding- 
ly well. Chief of these are the Winni- 
peg, Keystone, Ora and the Columbia. 
The Winnipeg is now putting in big 
machinery in anticipation »f shipping 
and smelting facilities being afforded 
next year. Long Lake camp ia about 
four miles north of GreenwooJ, but 
here, while there ia ad excellent surface 
showing, there haa been but little genu- 
ine mining. 

Captain Hall, the superintendent of 
the Le Roi, a man of great experience 
and knowledge, went carefully through 
the Boundary country a year ago, and 
estimated that 1,000 tona of ore would In- 
shipped daily the moment a railroad 
reaches here. Since then the develop- 
ments on Bnch properties aa the Mother 
Lode lead lo the almost certain conclus- 
ion that the Boundary country will be 
tbe biggest producer of copper on the 
American continent within a very few- 
years. To do this capital 19 needed to 
open up the mines and railroads to haul 
the ore to smelters. I found several re- 
preeentatives of London syndicates in- 
vestigating the resources of the country 
and investing in claims. Most of the 
prospects are now owned by poor men, 
and these hb a rule are difficult to trade 
with. They hug the thought that their 
prospecta are certain to make in i ties, and 
that they are enormously valuable, but 
they do pot oiler terms to justify con- 
servative aiining men in taking hold. 

Moreover, thia ia not the country for 
poor men to grow rich by investing in 
mines, It is essentially a country for 
big capital and combination of capital. 
The mining industry will in time sup- 
port a population of 100,000 people here, 
but that population will be hardy min- 
ers and their familiea. The miner can- 
not wash the gold out of the dirt, aa he 
doea in the Klondyke. No glittering 
nugget will ever reward hie digging or 
delving here. He will get good wages, 
constant employment, and he will live 
in a very healthy bracing clime. But 
capital will reap the bif harvest of pro- 
lit from this country. 

Moat of the ore in thia country con- 
tains lime in some form, henuo it will 
flux itself more easily than the ores of 
Roealand. I am satisfied that in time 
smelters will bo built at Kettle river 
point's as well as at Columbia river points 
for reducing this ore. Moreover, mixing 
this ore with Rossland ores will do away 
with the necessity of using limestone; 
hence it ia of vast importance to Ross- 
" to make railroad connection with 
the boundary. 

The railroad problem is, of course, the 
great problem here. The mine-ownera 
want a railroad to Trail, and they want 
Mr. Heinze to build it. They want Mr. 
Corbin to reach their camp also. I have 
already shown why Mr. Corbin ia likely 
to get here first, for it is almost certain 
that the Canadian Pacific will put every 
obstacle possible in Mr. Heinze's way to

MARINERS' SERVICE. 

A Special Sermon to Sealers and Sailors 
at First Presbyterian Church. 

Kev. Dr. Campbell conducted the an 
nual sailors and sealers' thanksgiving 
service in First Presbyterian church on 
Sunday evening. The church was filled 
with an appreciative audience, many of 
whom were mariners. The subject of 
address waa : "The City of Refuge o 
the Mosaic Economy, a type of ChriBt 
the Gospel Refuge of Man Sailing Cver 
the Sea of Life." (Num., 35,11.) The 
preacher explained that if by accident a 
man killed another, and he succeeded in 
getting inside the City of Refuge, the 
tiianelayer could not touch him until he 
had a fair trial. If found guilty he was 
taken outside the city and executed ; but 
if innocent he was acquitted, but had to 
remain inside the city, for if the avenger 
found him outside he could with iin 
punityputhim to death. Thus the slayer 
became an exile from society, which 
showed the heinouaneBs in God'a Bietit 
of taking human life even by chance. 
While the City of Refuge was not pro- 
vided for the real murderer, Christ was 
the refuge, not for righteous but for 
sinners. Here the type diiiera from 
Christ. There were aix cities of refugn 
for the sake of convenient distances, but 
only one Christ, the only way of ealva 
tion. It waa God's injunction that made 
the man-slayer aafe inside the city, bo 
the sinner is Bafe in Cluiat because God 
has so ordered it. There ia no condemn- 
ation to those in Christ. The roadj 
leading to the cities were kept in good 
repair, and so, upon that the nun seek- 
ing could not go astray. So the guspyl 
that points to Christ ia so plain that no 
man seeking the way can err then iu. 
Mintaters of the goapel, evangelists and 
teachera are the linger posts which 
show the way to the sinner's 
refuge, the Son of God. The 
sermon waa illustrated by incidenta 
from Paul's voyage to Rome, and his 
shipwreck in tho Adriatic, from which 
also pi ictieal leaaona were deduced. 
The unsaved were earnestly urged to 
escape tu the refuge set before them in 
the Gospel. The singing by tbe choir 
Was very good, and Mr. Brown'n solo, 
"The Rescue," was well rendered, and 
iriade a deep impression on the huge con- 
gregation.
